"Method for generating a simple kind of Artificial Consciousness in a computer, which 
has the capability to plan, generate automatically and execute machine-code for the 
solution of arbitrary programming-abandonments (Automatic Programming)" 

with UPS Express Mail (deposit date 31 .Oct.2000). 

The first 2 of the 100 pages of my Patent-Application are the letter to the Commissioner of 
Patents an Trademarks. It's annexed here again as Annex A1, and the copy of the UPS- 
Express-Mail freight-warrant is annexed here as Annex A2.

But until now I've neither received an Application-Number and Acknowledgement of Receipt 
of my per UPS-Express-Mail sent Patent-Application, nor an Answer to my letter from the 
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24. Nov. 2000, where I've asked again for an Acknowledgement of Receipt and an 
Application Number of my Patent-Application. 

To make sure, that my per UPS-Express-Mail sent Patent-Application has reached you, I've 
traced the way my Document did, by UPS-Tracking.

The Filing-Date has to be the 31.Oct.2000, because of Title 37 U.S.C. § 1.6: 
^ • The USPTO does not accept the facsimile-transmission-date of a per facsimile sent 
patent application as the filing date, 

• therefore the USPTO accepts the stamped date of deposit as the filing date, if the 
Patent-Application was send by Express-Mail with the United States Postal Service. 

• In Germany the United States Postal Service is not available. Therefore the USPTO has
